SurfXtreme is powered by the Flowrid- 
er, an automated surf simulator that give 
it the illusion of surfing in the ocean, and 
the facility offers sessions for beginners 
and experienced surfers. 

The Flowrider simulates the experience 
of pushing water at the surfer’s board. 
While the water level may only be two 
inches deep, the water rushes past the 
surfer at 30 miles per hour, providing the 
experience of riding a fast, ocean wave. 

Falling off a surfboard at 30 miles per 
hour into two inches of water may seem 
scary, but the surface of the Flowrider is 
made of a material that acts like a tram- 


poline to absorb the impact if a surfer 
falls. Sue 
SurfXtreme'’s first aid certified wave at- 
tendants are also on hand to help ensure 
every rider remains safe during their 
sessions. | 
_ Barba said he was well informed about 
all the safety procedures before he was al- 
lowed on the Flowrider for the first time.

The fantasy world of J.R.R. Tolkien 
returns to the screen in the long-awaited 
“The Hobbit,’ out Dec. 14th. In Peter Jack- 
son's prequel to “The Lord of the Rings” 
trilogy, the titular character Bilbo Baggins 
(Martin Freeman) ventures on a jour- 
ney with a group of dwarves on a quest 
to retrieve stolen treasure from the evil 
Dragon Smaug. ‘The familiar characters of 
Gandalf the Grey (Ian McKellen), Frodo 
(Elijah Wood), Galadriel (Cate Blanchett), 
and Gollum (Andy Serkis) are back for 
an adventure that.is sure to please “Rings” 
fans and casual moviegoers alike. 

“Zero Dark Thirty,’ out Dec. 19th, is a 
military action thriller from director Kath- 
ryn Bigelow, who won an Oscar for “The 
Hurt Locker” in 2008. The film chronicles 
the decade-long hunt for the world’s big- 
gest terrorist, Osama bin Laden, following 


the September 11th attacks in 2001, to his 
death at the hands of U.S. Navy SEALS in 
May 2011. The gripping drama Bigelow 
created in “The Hurt Locker” looks to be 
on nail-biting display in her latest movie.

Many people think I’m 
missing out or deprived 
when I tell them I dont eat 
meat. What they seem to 
forget as they ignorantly 
think these things, though, 
is that I still have falafel. 

The crispy chickpea 
goodness of a patty mixed 
with herbs, onion, garlic and 
other spices is something I 
would choose over bacon or 
brisket any day. My favorite 
place in town to order falafel 
is Pita Kitchen off of Arden 
Way — about four miles 
from campus. As much as I 
love the place, it takes time 
and money to actually get 
up and go there. One day 
as I was lazily sipping tea in 
my pajamas at home - and 
immensely craving falafel 
in my mouth - I decided 
to take on the challenge of 
making a falafel recipe of 
my own. Thank goodness 
for the stock of canned 
chickpeas in my pantry; that 
is all I have to say. 


HOMEMADE FALAFEL 


1 (15 ounce) can chickpeas 
(garbanzo beans) drained 

1 onion, chopped 

2 tablespoons parsley flakes 
3 cloves garlic, chopped 

1 tablespoon ground flax 

2 teaspoons ground 

cumin 

1 teaspoon ground 
coriander 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 dash of pepper 

4 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 cup torn bread pieces 

oil for frying (I use canola) 


Empty the can of drained 
chickpeas into a large bowl 
and mash with a fork —

After the falafel balls have been formed, carefully drop 
them in 1 cup of hot oil and fry each side for 2 to 3 


minutes. 


or potato masher - until 

the beans are of a grainy 
consistency. While you are 
doing this, blend together 
the onion, garlic and parsley 
flakes in a blender or food 
processor until smooth, but 
not so smooth it’s liquefied.

In a separate, smaller 
bowl mix together flax, 
cumin, coriander, salt, pep- 
per, cayenne, lemon juice 
and baking powder. Add in 
the onion mixture and torn 
bread pieces and mix and 
mash together thoroughly

After the onion, bread 
and spices are mixed 
together, add the mashed 
chickpeas and tablespoon 
of olive oil. Use a spoon to 
mix it together. The mixture 
should look oily and coarse 
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Use a food processor or blender to pulse the chick- 
peas and spices together for a delicious falafel patty 


with chunks of broken 
chickpeas. 

Use your hands - or a 
nice rounded measuring 
spoon if you dont like get- 
ting your hands dirty — to 
form round balls out of the 
chickpea mixture. To make 


d at home 


20 falafel patties, keep 
each ball at about the 
size of a tablespoon. 

Place a large frying 
pan over medium-high 
heat and, when hot, 

‘add 1 to 1% cups of oil. 
Allow a few minutes for 
the oil to heat. 

When the oil has 
started to bubble, start 
dropping those babies 
in. Depending on the 
size of your pan, drop 
5-8 in at a time and al- 
low them to fry on each 
side for 2 to 3 minutes. 
I used a regular spoon 
to flip them over. The 
finished falafel should 
be crispy and have a 
medium brown color. 

If you are serving 
these delicious bites to 
guests at a party, don't 
hesitate to break out 
some garnish. For these 

I sprinkled some kale 

on a plate, bedazzled it 

with a few baby tomato 
halves, and piled 
the falafel on top. 

Falafel is great 
stuffed inside of 
pita bread with veg- 
gies and hummus, 
or even on its own. 
I felt like I paid 
hardly anything for 
this recipe since 
all of the ingre- 
dients I needed 
were already in my 
pantry. Let me tell 
you, an 89 cent can 
of chickpeas beats 
spending $5 to $10 
at a restaurant — it 
only takes a little 
patience and cre- 
ativity. 

The only thing I need to 
master now is the delicious 
hot sauce recipe from Pita 
Kitchen - that might take a 
little sneaking around to get, 
though.

Sacramento State womens 
basketball returned home this past 
weekend to prepare for its Big Sky 
Conference schedule starting on 
Dec. 20 when the team travels to 
Montana State. 

Last season, Sac State finished 
7-9 in the conference and reached 
the Big Sky Tournament for the 
first time in the programs history. 

“Everything we are doing is 
to prepare for the Big Sky,’ said 


junior guard Se’nyce Parrish. “Our , 


goal is to win a Big Sky champion- 
ship.” 

Players know, however, that 
reaching that goal will not be easy. 
The Big Sky features Idaho State, 
Northern Colorado and Montana 
State, all of whom came off last 
season with 19 or more wins. 
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“The Big Sky will be a really 
competitive league, especially 
because of how competitive it 


‘was last year,’ said senior forward 


Kylie Kuhns. “There is a different 
level of intensity because each 
game matters.” 

While larger conferences like 
the Pac-12, Big Ten and Big East 
have received multiple bids to the 
NCAA Tournament in March, 
smaller mid-major conferences 
like the Big Sky are only awarded 
a single-bid to the conference 
tournament champion. 

Despite the fact that this is a 
large mountain for any of the 
conference teams to climb, Kuhn 
said she looks forward to the chal- 
lenge. 

“This is everything we want to 
play for. We want to play for a Big 
Sky championship,’ Kuhns said. 
“Our focus isn't on the Tourna- 
ment, but to win the conference.

Last year, Idaho State won both 
the regular season and tourna- 
ment titles and is picked to win 
again according to the preseason 
coaches poll. 

Although the Bengals lost their 
reigning Big Sky Tournament 
MVP Chelsea Pickering, Idaho 
State welcomes back senior Kaela 
Oakes, and juniors Lindsey Reed 
and Cydney Horton. 

So far this season, all three play- 
ers average above 10 points per 
game, which has led Idaho State to 
three wins in their last four games. 

The Hornets will also play the 
University of North Dakota and 
Southern Utah for the first time 
this season. 

The two schools joined the Big 
Sky this past summer, and while 
Southern Utah only won six 
games all season, North Dakota 
finished 21-11 and made it to the 
Women’s Invitational Tourna- 




















ment.

After going 5-3 in the pre- 
season, including wins over 
Utah and Central Arkansas 
on road, the Sacramento State 
men’s basketball team will 
look to seize an opportunity 
to topple Big Sky Conference 
powerhouses. 

Montana and Weber State 
finished first and second in the 
Big Sky last season and were 
picked to finish in the same 
position respectively in the 
2012 preseason poll followed by 
Northern Colorado and Eastern 
Washington. Sac State was pre- 
dicted to finish at the back half 
of the pack. 

Given the type of preseason 
Sac State has had, the pollsters 
may have drastically overlooked

head coach Brian Katz’s Hornet 
team. 

“T feel pretty good (going into 
conference play), Katz said. 
“We have a solid team, solid 
rotation with a pretty good 
chemistry and we can score the 
ball. We are ready to go and I 
think we are battle-tested’ 

So far this preseason, Sac 


State leads the conference in 


scoring and is in top three for 
steals, assists and rebounding 
margin. 

Sac State has three players in 
the top 10 in points per game 
in the Big Sky including senior 
John Dickson and last season's 
Big Sky Freshman of the Year, 
sophomore Dylan Garrity. 

Playing in the Big Sky con- 
ference for the first time will 
be sophomore junior college 
transfer Mikh McKinney.

This season McKinney has 
made an instant impact on of- 
fense. McKinney is in the top 10 
in scoring for the Big Sky with 
more than 13 points per game. 
McKinney is also has notched 
4 assists per game which is 
seventh in the conference. 

“Tm a little nervous and a lit- 
tle excited (about playing in the 
Big Sky) because I don't know 
what to expect,’ McKinney said. 
“As much as coach (Katz) tries 
to prepare his new players for 
what it’s going to be like, you're 
never completely sure until you 
get out there.” 

Taking on the Big Sky Con- 
ference schedule because of 
the number of games alone is a 
daunting task. 

“T like to call this 20-game 
schedule a death march,’ Katz 
said. “Every night is a fist fight 
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and the travel is hard on ev- 

eryone. It is like a marathon of 
20-league games and I've never 
been a part of anything like it.’ 

The 20-game 11-team gaunt- 
let features four games against 
the conferences two best teams. 

Montana is bringing back two 
All-Big Sky Conference players 
Kareem Jamar and Will Cherry. 

As last season's Big Sky 
Defensive Player of the Year, 
Cherry averaged three on top of 
16 points per game. 

Weber State lost a key 
component from the 2011-12 
squad in current NBA player 
Damian Lillard, but still have 
Scott Bamforth, an All-Big Sky 
senior guard who is averaging 
more than 11 point per along- 
side transfer Davion Berry with 
more than 12 point per game. 

Coming into conference play, 


it is fair to say Sac State may be 
underestimated by the competi- 
tion due to a historical lack of 
success for the program. The 
talent displayed so far might 
have some teams noticing Sac 
State’s potential. 

Katz and McKinney hope the 
preseason is just a precursor for 
big things to come on behalf of 
the Hornets this season. 

“T feel like the preseason 
schedule coach (Katz) put 
together has definitely helped 
prepare us for conference play,’ 
McKinney said. “I believe 
everyone will be ready to go 
with their best (game). As far 
as being overlooked, I think it 
might still happen against some 
teams, but as the season pro- 
gresses we will gain the respect 
we deserve.”
